Most retailers declar- 
ing against the show said it is a threat to the retail structure because it might, 
by precedent, cut a consumer path to the doors of the retailers’ exclusive local 
markets. The first such show held at the Merchandise Mart attracted more than 
183,000 persons, and the Mart previously announced hopes for conducting a similar 
event in '59.

Kiln Baffles 

Question: Our kilns are getting 
rather old and the baffles originally 
installed are falling to pieces. Are they 
necessary? A. G.-Ky. 


Answer: Baffles in good working 
order and located so they will operate 
efficiently are if both 
quantity and quality are desired. 
Moving air, whether it is forced by 
fans or is moved because of tempera- 
ture and moisture differences, will 
seek the easiest paths. 

In the forced air kiln where energy 


very necessary 


is expended to move a large volume 
f air rapidly, the lack of good baffling 
will result in much of the air by- 
passing the lumber to be dried. When 
baffles are well placed the air will 
be moved in the areas of greatest re- 
turn. Baffles should be kept in good 
repair at all times. Quite often a re- 
arrangement of baffles to fit the oper- 
ating needs can be made to increase 
the efficiency. 

It would pay to study your loading 
and stacking in order to supplement 
the baffles, and then see that the 
baffles are used in such a manner that 
the greatest use is made of the air 
being moved. There is no value in air 
going around the ends of loads or over 
the It should be going through 
the loads and removing moisture.

1f 
outside financing through leasing can 
be acquired at less cost than the manu- 
facturer’s use of his own working « api 
tal, then certainly it is sounder to use 
leasing, If not, it is sounder to buy 

In general, le asing is most beneficial 
for those companies whose operations 
could expand profitably if additional 
working capital, in the form of equip 
ment and machinery, were available 
it smaller annual expense than 
through use of their own capital. 

Nothing has been said here about 
the tax advantage in leasing. This is 
debatable. Actually, the advantage of 
the lease arrangement lies principall 
in the way it frees dollars, otherwise 
invested in ownership of fixed assets 
for more profitable uses. In some 
spec ial situations, leasing does offer 
a tax advantage, but few companies 
ire in those special circumstances. 

Leasing offers other possible ad- 
vantages—but these also are only for 
special situations. Some companies 
would like to convert fixed assets into 
current assets. This may be accom- 
plished bv selling the asset for cash 
and immediately leasing it back 

Other companies are faced with a 
competitor who is using the latest 
equipment, while they themselves are 
lagging behind on cost-saving Here 
acquisition of new machinery is a 
must, but financial ratios may not per- 
mit outright purchase or pure hase on 
a conditional sales contract, or even 
bank borrowing to make the pure hase 
Leasing offers a tested expedient to 
iccomplish the end desired 

Still other companies hold a tight 
checkrein on capital expenditures and 
financial ratios although the pre sident 
or division manager may feel it 
mandatory that certain new equip- 
ment or facilities be installed. Even if 
the equipment is purchased on credit 
plan it decreases the ability of the 
concern to borrow in other directions 
Che leasing of a fixed asset has a simi- 
lar effect, but only to the much smaller 
extent of the annual rental. As a re 
sult, leasing meets the probl m of the 
tight checkrein on capital spending 
or financial ratios—and without forcing 
the Board of Directors to raise more 
capital 

Again, some companies do not like 
to face the problem of large invest 
ment in equipment when there is a 
strong possibility of rapid obsoles- 
cence. Leasing by-passes the problem 
of large investment in such equip- 
ment and permits a user to acquire the 
latest and the best on a_ short-term 
lease 

Finally, the whole problem of in- 
flation has begun to cause some soul
